City Is Victorious In Sait: 
Brought By Property Ow 
In Condemnation Pr 


Rader Properties 
And Almax Ordered 
To, Comply With 
Municipal 

The City of Belle Glade has 
successfully defended their con- 
demnation of certain properties, 
within the city limits which do 
not conform to standards re- 
quired by building and fire 
zone 

Plaintiffs if the two suits 

were Rader Properties, Inc., 
and Almax, Inc,, and the prop- 
erty involved are of “quarters” 
type. The Almax Corporation 
operates rental properties for 
Negros in the western section 
of the city and the Rader Prop- 
erties involve the same type of 
housing for white migrants 
located at Rader’s Camp: and 
in that section of the city. All 
of the housing involyed had 
been condemiled by the city 
building inspector and ordered 
torn down. The two suits were 
brought to test the constitution- 
ality-of the city ordinance and 
requested the privilege of re- 
pairing the housing facilities 
Tor continued use. 

Circuit Judge Joseph S. White 
„handed down identical decrees 
in both cases on last Monday. 
Attorney Edward F. Allen, who 
represented Rader in the law 
suits, has indicated his intention 
of filing a motion for a re-hear- 
ing to clarify or modify the de- 
cree, Attorney E M. Baynes 
ot West Palm Beach, who repre- 
sented the plaintiff Almax, Inc., 
when contacted, said that he 
had not had an opportunity to 
talk with his client and was not 
sure what action would be 
takeñ™ Hè Indicated, however, 
that he would seek some clari- 
fication. 

All of the Almax properties 
are within the city fire zone 
and part of the Rader proper- 
ties are within the limits of the 
fire zone. All of the buildings 
are of framé construction and 
under Judge White's decision 
they are to be either torn down 
or repaired to comply with the 
city’s building code and fire 
zone regulations. Since no build- 
ings of frame construction are 
permitted in the fire zone at- 
torneys for the plantiffs are ex- 
pected to seek a further decision 
from the court as to how re- 
pairs can be made to comply 
with city codes. 

Following is the decision 
handed down by Judge Whtie in 
the case of Rader Properties, 
Inc., and an identical decision 
was rendered in the Almax case: 

Final Decree 

This cause came on f 
entry of a final decree upt 
pleadings, testimony taken 
orally before the Court, and 
argument of counsel. 

The buildings here in ques- 
tion are tenement houses and 
have been used to house migrant 
farm workers who frequent the 
Everglades farming areas in 
great hordes during the winter 
vegetable season.

Hunters ought to be ashamed 
of themselves for letting thes 
peaceful birds have it?
